The Kansas Senatorship. 


We give our readers in another column as 
a part of the history of these bad, but lively 
times, the graphic description of the defeat 
of Senator Pomeroy by the Kansas Legisla- 
ture for re-election to the Seuate. The scene 
constitutes one of the strangest pictures ever 
transpiring and recorded of our Republican 
politics. 

Let us hope that the lesson will have its 
effect. This infamous practice of buying 
office has become toocommon. The poison 
is corroding the public morals of the repub- 
lic, as well as its private integrity. And what 
is worse, the gangrene of corruption seems 
to be absolutely cating away that last safe- 
guard of public virtue, the public disapproval 
of public wrong. Whenever the familiarity 
with evil destroys horror at its commission 
and engenders passive endurance of crime, 
then, indeed, the country is in danger. 

Pomeroy has long been a marked man for 
dishonesty. The press has a long time, with 
impunity, classed him among the rotten pub- 
lic men of the day. His name has been a 
synomyme of jobbery in office. He led the 
field in his re-election. It was known that 
he was buying his way back to the Senate, 
but it could not be proved. In this juncture 
his opponents resorted to the desperate meas- 
ure of trapping him into the bribery they 
could not in any other way discover. 

The trick succeeded. He swallowed the 
fatal bait. He fell into the artfully laid trap. 
The purchased member disclosed the scheme 
amid arising whirlwind of excitement and 
odium against Pomeroy, and the result was 
that Pomeroy, in a gust of execration, was 
swept to defeat. Missing the Senate by an 
almost unanimous vote, his bought adher- 
ents in sudden terror dropping him, the next 
step was his arrest for bribery with the cer 
tainty of conviction and a felon’s cell in the 
penitentiary. 

It was too much for the terrified old repro- 
bate. The prospect of the felons doom fell 
crushingly on the old man, and he is reported 
dangerously ill from the shock. 

The thing is dramatic. Georgia in the dark 
days of reconstruction had a similar case of 
a Radical candidate for the United States 
Senate, who played the same lively game of 
shuttlecock between the Senate and the peni- 
tentlary, just grazing the former, and now a 
fugitive to escape the latter. 

These spicy plays of striking political 
alternative constitute a strange and charac- 
teristic feature of Radicalism in this civil- 
ized era of American Republicanisin.

the escutcheon of the derjsively called 
“Southern chivalry,” and that the Democracy 
is yet unsullied with such shame. 

The picture reproduced of Pomeroy’s 
downfall is not leas remarkable for his dra- 
matic defeat than for the demonstration of 
ropular excitement and rejoicing thereat in 
the State of Kansas, whose people cannot be 
beyond redemption while they have sensibil- 
ity to feel the disgrace of the State's past 
reputation for corrupt elections, and the 
honor to exult in the removal of the shame. 

The case of York, the man who entrapped 
and betrayed Pomeroy for his State’s good 
and the defeat of corruption, is a 
one. He played an unenvlable part. 
assumed the role of traitor for a good pur- 
pose. How far such a thing dishonors in- 
vol ves a nice discrimination. The situation 
was desperate. Desperate situations require 
desperate remedies. To dupe a scamp for 
the public good, while a most disagreeable
